By Committee on Ways and Means-— 


Board of Health wishes to announce that 
effective August Ist, the free medical serv- 
ice for old age assistance clients will be 
terminated because of 2 limited depart- 
mental budget. The 1939 welfare law 
makes this service obligatory on the part 
of the state and county, and frees the 
public health agencies from medical relief. 


In this connection the board of health 
previous to May lst had furnished free 
medicine to the above clients, and in the 
attempt to stay within the present budget, 
this service has been discontinued. ; 


Only through the intervention of Mayor 
Templeton, in the interests of these clients, 
was the present budget provided with suffi- 
cient funds to employ a physician for 
ninety days. After August Ist, the board 
will devote its energies to the promotion 
of public health as directed by statute.

“Leave for Peacetime Emergency Military 
Service” which directed that as liberal pol- 
icy as possible be adopted toward employes 
who might be called to the service.
